WASHINGTON, Ju ne 26 — The 
first registration u nder

peacetime draft will be on Au g. 16, 
national defense officials said today. 
The delay is necessary, they said, 
in order to giv e the proposed 4.000 
draft boards throu ghou t the na­ 
tion a chance to get organized. 
These official« estimated that by 
Au g. 30 the first qu estionnaires will 
be in tile mail to draft-eligible man 
in the 19-throu gh-25 
age 
grou p. 
After they are classified, the old­ 
est of the 1-A’s will be called u p 
ftn,t. Barring an emergency, how­ 
ev er. nobody will be indu cted before 
8ept. 22. 
Meanwhile, the Army, Nav y and 
Air Force planned to annou nce prob­ 
ably Monday, that they are throw­ 
ing open their ranks to enlistments 
by 18-year-olds for one year’s serv ­ 
ice An 18-year-oid can escape tlie 
21-month draft by enlisting for 1?

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1948 Is Another Year 
'Governor Dewey begins his second campaign for 
the presidency under vastly more favorable circum­ 
stances than exhibited In 1844. 
These circumstances had a prominent part In the 
Republican convention's decision to break the party's 
preCqfJqfij; against renominating a defeated candidate, 
In 1944 Governor Dewey had to run against Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt at the climax of a great war in which 
Mr. Roosevelt was playing s triple role as chief ex 
ecutive of the United States, commander In chief 
the armed forces of the United States and a world 
statesman. It was not surprising that Mr. Roosevelt 
won. It was surprising that Governor Dewey polled 
more than 22,000,000 votes while Mr. Roosevelt’s vote 
dropped to 25,602,505 from Ills 1040 vote of 27,243,406 
Since 1944, the political coalition that re-elected 
Mr. Roosevelt three times has fallen apart. The Re­ 
publican party has won control of both houses of 
congress and made a sound legislative record. 
The 
party has resolved within Itself a major issue threat 
ening to split It apart four years ago—the Issue of 
isolationism vs. benevolent Internationalism« 
The 
benevolent internationalist* have prevailed. 
These are major assets for the party and for Its 
presidential candidate in 1048. 
It still hasn’t been grasped by thoee who fall to 
understand the extent of the new deal’s disintegra­ 
tion, but there is today only one party In the United 
States capable of administering the national govern­ 
ment. The Truman administration does not represent 
a political party; it is the relic of a coalition that 
ceased to exist when Henry A. Wallace led its leftist 
fringe out of camp and southern Democrats and 
northern union executives turned against its nominal 
leader. 
Governor Dewey, on the other hand. Is the leader 
of a party that controlled the 80th congress and Is 
amply equipped with leadership in all parts of the 
country except the south. 
His strength as the party’s presidential candidate 
will be borrowed from the strength of outstanding 
party figures like Senators Taft and Vandenberg, 
Governor Warren of California, former Governor 
Btasaen of Minnesota and a dozen other exceptionally 
competent men. 
The Republican party is ready to 
step into the breach in public administration made 
by the collapse of the new deal coalition. 
Governor Dewey spoke of teamwork In his speech 
accepting the nomination Thursday night. 
He lias 
the team. He has shown in New York that he knows 
hew to organize the administration of public affairs. 
His basic theme of government Is infinite attention 
to the details of administration that 
ad d up to effic­ 
iency. 
There has been nothing like that in the United 
Stales for so long that slipshod methods a 1 moat have 
came to be taken for granted—almost but not quite 
Gov. Dewey running on his record as an able admin­ 
istrator of the public business of New York, will have 
tremendous appeal to voters who have learned by 
hard and bitter experience that promise Is not neces­ 
sarily performance. 
Governor Dewey thinks of political leadership as 
a problem In management. 
His approach to the 
problem Is rational, not emotional. 
It is the source 
of his political appeal. The United States Ja ready 
for a little less emotion, a lot lees carelessness and a 
lot more efficiency 
Four years age when he accepted the nomination, 
Governor Dewey said:

Why Il'g Best Fo r Sick To Get Up 
BY HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M. D. 
THE human body was made ior 
action and suffers In every part 
from long periods of forced inac­ 
tivity. That is why modern medi­ 
cine decrees that all patients shall 
be up and about at the first pos­ 
sible moment. 
The dangers of over-long rest on 
bed are many and the functioning 
of nearly any organ of the body can 
be adversely affected. 
For instance when a person lies 
in bed day after day, secretions are 
likely to collect in the small tubes 
of the lungs. This, in turn, may 
lead to pneumonia. Furthermore, 
movement of the chest is limited 
and expansion of the lungs is « in­ 
terfered with. 
Prolonged Rest 
The sluggish 
circulation which 
results from prolonged rest in bea 
accounts for two of the most com­ 
mon and disabling conditions which 
develop from inaction. 
The slower blood flow is frequent­ 
ly responsible for the formation of fingernails trimmed'verv shoD uS 
a blood clot in a vein, and 
the must wash his hands 
, 
subsequent lodging of a bit of this 
clot in some vital organ, such as 
the lungs. This is known as an em­ 
bolism. 
The formation of a clot may be 
in part produced because of the 
pressure on 
the 
veins 
by 
the 
weight of the legs against the bed. 
Bed sores are a common develop­ 
ment in overweight patients who 
remain in bed for prolonged periods 
of time. 
The pressure of the heels against 
the bed may produce sore spots 
which are a source of great pain 
ami misery, even though the skin 
is not broken. 
Muscles Contract 
When a person lies quietly in bed 
for some period of time, certain 
of the muscles may contract and 
others may result in crippling witn 
either stretching of the foot or 
stiffness in the knee joints. Many 
convalescent 
patients 
may 
find 
walking painful because of these 
things. 
It is also believed that in elderly 
persons particularly, prolonged bed 
rest may lead to the taking up of 
calcium or Ume from the bones. 
This often may be a serious mat­ 
ter leading to easy breaking of the 
bones when the patient finally is 
up and about. 
Prolonged Rest 
Another condition which may be 
due to prolonged bed rest is the de­ 
velopment of stones in the blad­ 
der and kidney. 
Indigeston and heartburn often 
are observed after a few days in 
bed.

FOR NEW DRAFTS 


WASHINGTON. June 26—United 
States military officials dusted off 
those 'greetings” to day for delivery 
to thousands of yo uthful draftees 
next fall. 
p resident Truman signalled the 
start of the nation’s second p eace­ 
time draft when he signed the two- 
year Selective Service bill into law 
hursday. 
Earlier he okayed a $ 10,000,000.000- 
plus fund 
to build up the 
Aimy, 
Navy and Air force to a strength of 
2,000,000 men. 
The first result o f Mr. Trumans 
signature on the draft bill was to 
shut off the flood o f enlistments 
in the National guard and other re­ 
serve units. 
The draft bill p rovided that men 
19 through 25 who were signed up 
in those organizations before the 
easure became law would not be 
ducted into the regular forces. 
Legal advisers of Defense Secre­ 
tary ForrestaJ agreed that the Se­ 
lective Service law became effective 
last midnight.

Registration for the draft will get 
underway as 
soon as the nation­ 
wide machinery is set up —p erhap s 
about Aug. 16— some 4.000 local draft 
boards must be organized to handle 
the thousands 
of men 18 thro ugh 
25 who m ust sign up .

rching off to training camp s un­ 
til Sep t. 22, or later.

stars and the World War II Vic­ 
tory medal. 
His citation said he was under 
almost continuous fire while carry 
ing out "dangerous volunteer as 
signments" during the Iwo 
Jlma 
camp aign and risked his own lile 
many times to aid his wounded 
comrades. 
Crew’s heroism caused the enemy 
to concentrate on him and p ermit­ 
ted his comp any to move forward 
into the village of Lobenbacherhol, 
his citation said.

Borgstrom, Rolon’s 
twin brother, died 17 days later of 
wounds he received while the 38th 
Infantry, 2d Division, was attack­ 
ing Le Dreff, France. 
Col. Leonard R. Crews, command­ 
ing officer of the Sixth Army es­ 
cort detachment at Ogden, Ulan, 


explained the reason for the solemn 
two-day rites.

WORKING OUT NEW 
DRAFT EXEMPTIONS 


Officials Are Outlining 
Po licies Fo r Bill 
Just Sig ned 


WASHINGTON, Ju ne 26 — The 
White Hou se, the military estab lish­ 
ment and Selective Service are still 
working ou t details of exemptions 
u nder the new draft law, b u t here 
are some of the provisions, tenta­ 
tive or definite: 
1—-Tentative directions sent ou t 
b y the Army b u t su b ject to possib le 
change, provide these exemptions: 
A—Veterans: Men with 9 0 days 
service b etween Dec. 7, 19 41, and 
Sept. 2, 19 45; with 12 months serv­ 
ice or more b etween Sept. 16, 19 40, 
and yesterday, Ju ne 24; with 9 0 
days service 
b u t 
less than 
12 
months b efore Pearl Harb or or af­ 
ter V-J day providing he is a 
memb ers of an organized 
reserve 
inclu ding Senior RCXTC u nits (col­ 
leges and imivesitles b u t not high 
schools) in the last two years of the 
cou rse. 
B—Non-Veterans: Men who were 
memb ers of those reserve u nit* or 
the National Gu ard yesterday. Tins 
Glso Inclu des veterans who were 
memb ers of a National Gu ard u nit 
yesterday. 
Define Unit 
Pending completion 
of stu dies 
still u nder way, the definition of an 
organized u nit is one with “ade­ 
qu ate facilities’’ for 
training, 
at 
least 48 drills a year and with “ade­ 
qu ate instru ctor su pervision.” 
The exact definition of su ch u nits 
and determination of the 
precu e 
time (at which hou r) an enlistment 
mu st have b een entered is still u n­ 
der stu dy. The act Itself specified 
these organizations: 
Federally recognized u nits of the 
National Gu ard and Air National 
Gu ard Officers reserve corp, regu ­ 
lar Army reserve, air force reserve, 
enlisted reserve corps, Naval 
re­ 
serve, Marine corp reserve, 
coast 
Gu ard reserve and Pu b lic 
Health 
service. 
2—The President is given au thor­ 
ity to defer from indu ction persons 
whose "activities are fou nd to b e 
necessary to the maintenance 
of 
the national health, safety or Inter­ 
ests." 
(Essential 
occu pations), 
those engaged In scientific or med­ 
ical research and stu dy, 
married 
men. 
The President la making a 
stu dy of those revisions now. 
3—A “sole su rviving son” of a 
family who has lost one or more 
sons In action or in line of du ty 
while serving with the Army forces 
will b e exempt. 
4—A High school stu dent will b e 
deferred u ntil gradu ation or u ntil 
he reaches 20 years of age. A col­ 
lege stu dent u ntil the end of the 
school year. 
The law provides that the exemp­ 
tion for high school 
and 
college 
stu dents continu es only as long as 
the stu dent ^’satisfactorily" pu rsu es 
his cou rse of. Instru ction.
